Western Apples Are Knocking the 
Michigan 
Product 
Out 
of 
the Market. 


Lansing, Jan. 20.—Secretary Reid, 
of the State Horticultural society, says 
unless Michigan apple-growers are pre­ 
pared to spray their orchards system­ 
atically they may as well abandon their 
orchards. The progress of apple cul­ 
ture in ihe west and southwest has 
been so rapid that, unless Michigan 
apples can make as good a showing, 
prices will be unprofitable. 


Recently a shipment was made from 
Durango, Colo., to eastern points and 
every apple was said to be a perfect 
specimen. They brought as high as $3 
per barrel in the hicago market. The 
coddling moth, which greatly bothers 
Michigan growers, has not yet appeared 
in the west. 


“With such fruit in competition.who 
is going to buy wormy and scabby Mich­ 
igan fruit?” asks the secretary. “No 
one pretends to say that the qualitv of 
Michigpn apples is anywhere e.xcelled, 
and it is seldom equalled. But quality 
will not overcome serious blemishes. 
We have a simple choice: spray, or get 
out of the apple business. Which will

Notice to Water Takers. 


Users of citv water are reminded that 
water rentals for the current term were 
due January 1, 181)8. The ordinance 
provides that where rental is not paid 
within 1Ü days from time due the water 
may be shut olY without further notice. 
Ño provision is niade tor sending out a 
eollector, and parties taking water 
should call at the clerk’s olllce prompt­ 
ly and pay their bills. The clerk is or­ 
dered and expected to shut ott water 
after waiting a reasonable time for 
payment. 


All persons are forbidden to use 
water from hydrants or taps not belong­ 
ing to themselves, 
except in cases 
where, special permits are granted, and 
all persons having taps or hydrants are 
warned not to allow others to take 
water from the same, under penalty of 
having water shut off.

W ashlnston, Jan. 20.—All day yester­ 
day the question of granting belligerent 
rights to the Cuban Insurgents w as a r­ 
gued in the house, but as on Tuesday 
the m inority hurled Itseif against a 
stone w all. On the only vote taken yes­ 
terday—a motion designed to overrule 
the decision of the speaker and direct 
the com m ittee on foreign affairs to re­ 
port w ithout fu rth er delay the Cuban 
resolution passed by the senate a t the 
last aesslon—the Republicans stood solid 
and voted to sustain the chair. The gal­ 
leries, a s on Tuesday» were banked to 
the doors, and there was considerable 
excitem ent throughout the early p art of 
the session when the members of the 
m inority were succes^vely pressing all 
sorts of am endm ents bearing on the 
Cuban question fur the purpose of em ­ 
barrassing the m ajority. 


Itlll Maken m Klgnltlcanl 8|ieech. 
D uring the general debate C hairm an 
H itt, of the foreign affairs committee, 
m ade an impressive speech explaining 
the situation which m ade action by 
congress Inadvisable. 
He spoke with 
Impassioned words of the president’s 
sym pathy with the struggle for Cuban 
independence and the achievem ents of 
the present adm inistration—release of 
A m erican prisoners in Cuba, the re­ 
call of W eyler, the abandonm ent of 
the policy of concentration and the au ­ 
tonomy schemc he attrib u ted to the 
firm attitu d e of the president, and con­ 
trasted these results with th e ‘inaction’* 
of the last adm inistration. 


lielHicereuI ItlKlitM of No Vite. 


H e averred th a t belligerent rights 
could not aid the insurgent cause, and 
perhaps the m ost dram atic portion of 
his speech cam e when he declared that 
the insurgents only wished for belliger­ 
en t rig h ts in th e hope and belief that 
th is country w*ould be embroiled in a 
w ar w ith Spain which would give them 
th eir freedom w ith our trium ph. 
He 
asserted that the president m ust as­ 
sum e the responsilHlity of any action 
which m ight eventuate in war, and ap ­ 
pealed to both sides of the cham ber to 
patriutically support the executive if a 
crisis shall come. 


A|i|»«alii for Support for McKinley. 


H e concluded with an eloquent appeal 
to the m em bers of the house to drown 
all other voices as they did in the V en­ 
ezuelan crisis and stand by the presi­ 
dent and the country. W hile he could 
not prophesy a s to the future he sol­ 
emnly assured the house th a t the pres­ 
ident would not disappoint the expecta­ 
tions of his countrym en. Throughout 
H itt's speech he w as listened to with 
the closest attention. M embers crowded 
about him and the thronged galleries 
leaned over to catch his words. As he 
concluded o ro a r of approval sw ept the 
floor and the galleries. 


W ill Have a €l«*ar Tent Tmlay. 
DInsniore of A rkansas, the loading 
m inority m em ber of the com m ittee on 
foreign affairs, replied to him, and 
Adams (Rep.) of Pennsylvania, ch air­ 
man of the Cuban sub-com m ittee of 
the sam e com m ittee; Berry (Dem.) of 
K entucky, and W heeler (Dem.) of K en­ 
tucky also addressed the house duiing 
the general debate. 
The debate will 
close tcfday a t 4 o'clock under the a r­ 
rangem ent m ade yesterday, w’hen a 
final teiit will be m ade on a motion of 
which W illiam s (Dem.) of M ississippi 
gave notice, to recommit the bill with 
Instructions to report back the Cuban 
resolution as a rider.

IJii Good, Anyhow. 


D uring ihe debate DInsmore of A r- 
ikansaa d(i:lared th at the tim e had come 
for giving the Cubans the recognition 
they had so long sought. He arraigned 
H itt an d the Republican side for al­ 
leged Inconsistency, citing their Cuban 
speeches under the Cleveland adm inis­ 
tration, and then branched off to tariff, 
civil service, bim etallism and various 
other toj)lc% 
R eturning to Cuba 
he 
declared th at no act by this governm ent 
could bring w ar w ith Spain, for a bank­ 
rupt 
m onarchy which 
could not put 
down 
35,000 
ragged 
Cuban 
soldiers 
would not en ter upon a contest with 
the United States. 
Adams (Rep,) of 
Pennsylvania contrasted the “Inaction 
and apathy" of tlie last adm inistration 
tow ard Cuba with the achievem ents of 
this. 


“Did you not vote for bellgerency In 
the last congress?" asked Sulzer. 


“I did," responded Adams, ‘‘but then 
we were seeking to protect A m erican 
property; 
th a t 
property Is now de­ 
stroyed. We were seeking to free Am er­ 
ican prisoners; they are now all free.” 


In reply to a direct question as to 
why his sub-com m ittee had 
not x*e- 
ported the senate resolution he said the 
com m ittee had called for official in- 
formation. 
"W e cannot rely on new s­ 
paper reports when we see In this city 
the tw o sides of the question presented 
by different new spapers." 


R erry said that after 300,000 Cubans 
had gone down to their death during 
the la st four years It w as absurd for 
m em bers to stand on the floor of the 
house and deny th a t a state of w ar e x ­ 
ists on the Island today.

In the Direction of an Agreement 
Between the Coal Opera* 
tors and Miners. 


KINE-HOUB DAY SEEMS IN FAVOB 


An a Compromise Between One of ElRht or 
Ten lloum —“Miiie Uiiii" Ideua Cttnveded 
Winner—l>lft(Drcntittli« Now Claiming the 
Attention of the Conferreeii—Ohio and 
IVnniiylvunlu nfc Lofeicerlieadfi on That 
Point—Arbitratloa Itejectefl. 
Chicago, Jan. 20.—Little 
was 
done 
yesterday by the conference of opera­ 
tors and miners now in session here. 
W ork in the secret conference of the 
scale committee is proceeding slowly. 
Yesterday’s debate hinged principally 
on the eight-hour question. The min­ 
ers’ delegates 
did not insist on 
the 
eight-hour day, but sought to bring 
about a plan of uniformity in the m at­ 
ter of hours throughout the soft coal 
field. While the operators in some of 
the states would prefer th at the ten- 
hour system in Pennsylvania and Illi­ 
nois remain in force, they, as a whole, 
were willing to agree upon a compro­ 
mise of nine hours’ labor. 
This much 
gained establishes uniformity of hours 
of labor and brings the committee face 
to face with the difficult problem of 
ilfforentliils. The fight which has been 
waged between Ohio and Pennsylvania 
for years is again before the committee. 
Ohio und l*ennHylvania W'lthdrnw’. 


To facilitate action the operators from 
Ihose two states withdrew 
from the 
commltltee room to try to patch up their 
differences by them.selves. 
No vote on 
any question having been taken 
the 
standing of the committee was a m atter 
of speculation; but it was conslUerecl 
beyond iloubt that a unlfurm system of 
mine run would be adopted. Operators 
and miners of the Illinois district ap­ 
pointed committees to arrange a scale 
of differentials for this state, which will 
be presented to the convention for Its 
approval. This m atter will probably 
arouse considerable opposition on the 
part of the Indiana people, whose dif­ 
ferentials depi-nd to a large extent up­ 
on those obtaining In Illinois.. 


rernuinent Arbitration Committee. 


An attem pt to secure the establish­ 
ment of a permanent committee of coal 
operators and miners In this state to ar* 
bltrate hereafter all questions arising 
iron» the differential rates enlivened the 
opening session of the day. The debate 
which followed the appeal for such a 
Joint committee was the warmest which 
has yet disturbed the delegates. 
Pres­ 
ident Ratchford favored 
the 
motion, 
but some of his colleagues took a de­ 
cided stand against it and declared that 
it would be unjust to Indiana and other 
states to permit one state to take such 
a step without according the same priv­ 
ilege to all the other states. A motion 
to table the vote was carried by a vote 
of 24 to 12, but under the rules it Is nec­ 
essary to have a unanimous vote to 
carry any motion. The best way out of 
the dilemma was to ask Dalzell to with­ 
draw his motion and that was promptly 
done.

Before the sep.slnn was opened Dalzell 
handed Ratchford a copy of a scale ot 
differential rales and the districts In 
which they were to be observed, agreed 
upon by the Illinois operators.

W ells In Sahara. 


Artesian wells sunk in the Sahara 
desert appear to find on abundant sup 
ply of water without going very deep 
for it, and this fact may in time put a 
new face on desert conditions, involving 
important political, olimatio and eco 
noniical oonscquences. The English have 
begun sinking them along the Berber 
Suukin road, finding water there as 
abundant as it was in the regions near 
tlie Kilo whcu their first experimental 
wolls were put down. Flowing under 
tho Sahurau sands there may bo water 
enough to fertilize oases all over its 
sterile expanse and rcsene it in a meas 
ure from its historic barrenness and 
desolation. Somo years ago a French 
engineer proposed to cut a canal from 
the Mediterranean to tho lower desert 
levels, thus creating a new inland sea, 
or, rather, restoring an old one, but for 
some reason tho project was abandoned. 


Local irrigation by menus of artesian 
borings is a moro judicious expedient, 
and, the English having pointed the 
way in this direction, tho French nre 
quite likely to follow it Only a narrow 
desort belt separates their possessions in 
north and middle Africa, reaching from 
the Mediterranean to tho Niger, and it 
is quite worth their while to fertilize it 
and plant it with palm groves and date 
orchards if possible, at any rate to pro­ 
vide water enough to supply thoir pres­ 
ent caravans and perhaps their future 
locomotives.—New York Tribune.

THE DERELICT.

I waa eecoud mate of the Amerloaii 
brig Ruby, bottud from Java to Now 
Tork, and all bad gone woll with us 
for a fortnight, when acoidont brought 
about n cnrions adventure. 
JtiHt ai 
Bight wan cloiing down, with the brig 
•ailing along on an even Iceel and tho 
bieaise Kteadjr, I Mwnng luyielf upnn tho 
rail to get a look at what «lemed to bo 
• raft floating past nil. 1 may hiive been 
overcarcloss or a rope may have givvn 
way, bnt of m gnddon I fonnd iiiyiielf in 
water. The man at tho whtüd wit- 
Bfipcd my rnidhnp and gave the alarm 
and throw me tho life preserver always 
ready for sneh an eniorgoncy, and ^ 
liad no donbt of being pickcd np with 
tn ten minntcft. I hnd 6ei/.ed tho flont. 
when down Hmudered » black tü|uall 
from ont of tho went, and next moment 
fit wan an dark a» midnight and the eea 
all in a chop. 1 fiilt that it was all over 
with me then. Th« men would Ihj Ineky 
to bring tho brig through tho lierco 
aqaall without thinking of mo. Indeed, 
•it abo hnd had 100 men on bonrd iuKtead 
of IS, they would not have dared to 
lower a bout. 1 got JuKt one glinipno of 
the craft as she siuit away into the dark 
^Beaa and then began to work to got tho 
life preflerver under my arms. I was 
buffeted and knocked about in the moKt 
ooBfuping nmnnr*r, and had tho sciuall 
lasted five minute« longer 1 should Imvo 
been drowiuf! on the Hurface. It paFsei 
away as suddenly as it came, and ten 
ininntes later tho sea had calmed down, 
and 1 was floating M'ith my head wel 
out of tho water. 


I had gono overboard at about ' 
o'clock in tho evening. For tho first 
tbreo hours my hupen and fearn made 
nio alert, Inn by and by 1 felt a dul 
languor and wan only half conHcious o 
•what waü going on. An hour after mid 
^Bight I waH>«uilik*nlyarouHfl from what 
aoeitud to be a troubled dream. I was 
bompiiig agaiiiiit souiothing hard, luit 
my flriit idea waB that I had been cant 
ashore. It ifMik me neveral minutes to 
■hake my»<elf tujiether and make out that 
1 was alung.sitlu tiio hull of a vesäul. It 
was hard to eredit the fact, but fact 
was, and wht u I realized it I had scarce 
ly moro to do than lift up my hands and 
aeiKo tho low rail and draw myself in 
board. 
I had found a dereliut brig. 
Both masts vore gono close to the deck 
Biuch of her Luhvarks swept away, one 
X knew by thu feel of hor that she was 
waterlogged. I took ono glanoe over her 
and no more, but dumped myself down 
00 the deck ond was aiileep in five sec 
^onds. When I opened my eyes, thu sun 


was an hour high, and a big albatross 
was poised directly above mo and not 
60 feet high. It did not take mo long 
to master tho details of tho wreck 
In tho iirst place, she was loaded with 
Australian redwood ftnd could not sink 
beyond a certain point; next, she bac 
been floating about for months and 
months. There was some wreckage on 
ber decks, but masts and yards anc 
boats and boouis had gone olear cff her 
as they fell. She bad settled down un 
til ber scnpper boles were only a few 
inoboa abovo water, but owing to tlie 
buoyant cargo sho could not sink deeper. 
Ar a sailor I made her ont to be 
Trenoh craft, and later on I discoveret 
^ that siio w'as tho Mario of Brest. She 
was a small craft, carrying a crew o 
eight or nine men, and %vas a forecastle 
ship instead cf having a deekhoiiso for 
tbe men. Tlio caboose or cook’s galU y 
bad gono overboard with the rest, but 
the doors of tho cabin and tho scuttle to 
the forecafetlo wero tightly closed. The 
brig had been wrecked aloft in squall or 
galo and had at tiie same time sprung 
a leak. Whether her crew had been 
washed overboard or taken to tho boats 
there was no means of telling until 
had made an iuvostigation below. 


The first thing was tu got something 
to eat and drinis. After a few miimtes 
work 1 broke open tho cabin doors anc 
not into tbe pantry. There was wino in 
plenty, as might have been expected 
and I soon eamo across some meat aui 
V biscuit in tins. 1 wanted water, but 
there was none to be had, and so, tak 
ing what I eould lay hands on, I went 
cm deck and made a fair meal. 
When 
this had been concluded, J returned to 
tbe cabin for an overhaul. AU the 
charts and nautical instruments were 
there, nor had any of the spare clothing 
of oaptain or mates been taken away, 
found the logbook, and though I could 
not read Fretjoh 1 made out the latitude 
and longitude last recorded, As near as 
1 could figure it out tho brig was then 
midway between Australia and the 
Cape, and the date was nearly seven 
aaontbs old. She had drifted to every 
point of the compass, but must have 
drifted nearly S.OOO miles to the north 
to rtaeh the spot where I found ber. 
waa noon before 1 began an examina 
tion of tbo li&arette to see how I shouU 


r far« for provisions. I found flour, wines, 
table watora, preserves, boxes of biscuit, 
oboiot baoon, oodflsb and otbar articles 
Ib Ubaral quaDtity—enongb to last one 
BMUi for BMBtba.

I V iiw V ^ to MiuniM dM 
oTMaitle, 1 fonnd baoU, ollikini, aoB*- 
weatera and otber belonglnga of tba 
orew, to prove that they bad not gone 
away in tho boats. Indeed 1 was sure 
îefore I bad half concluded my inves­ 
tigation that every i^ n bad perished 
when tbe brig was Kecked. It was 
night before 1 bad flnWed, and I tum­ 
bled into the captain’s berth and never 
slept more soundly. You may think it 
queer that during tbe day I had scarce- 
y glanced around tho horizon and given 
no thought to rescue, and that I went 
to bed with a contented mind, but sail­ 
ors are prone to take luck as it comes, 
Kood or bad. 1 bad mado a miraculous 
escape and was fairly safe on the wreck, 
and there was nothing to worry over if 
not taken off for weeks. Interested as I 
was in overhauling the stranger, I 
would not have tossed up a penny to be 
taken off by a passing vessel. 


When morning came again I made a 
more thorough investigation of tho cab- 
n. In rear of the captain's stateroom I 
chanced upon a olosct which had es­ 
caped me the day before, and here I 
made a great find. There was obout 
|1,000 in French gold and notes, |1,- 
SOO in Knglish goldpieces and exactly 
,000 in goldpieces just struck off at 
tho Australian mints. Tho money was 
in two tin boxes, but whether it be­ 
longed to the ship, her captain or to 
other people I could not determine. It 
was a big fortune to a poor sailor, and 1 
remember that I acted very foolishly 
over tho find. I counted it over and over 
again, and when I at last realiml that 
I was rich I rushed on deck, with a 
wild hope of seeing a sail close at hand. 
But for the money I believe that tho 
Icng days and nights w*hich follow*ed 
would httvo been rather contentful for 
me, isolated us tho situation was. I had 
plenty to eat and drink, there was noth 
ing to break my sleep, the wreck might 
drive where she would, but there was 
no danger of her going down. Tho dis 
covery of tho money was followed by a 
hope of rest;ue, and this again by worry 
and anxiety. I wanted to go ashore to 
enjoy my wealth. I feared that whcu 
rescue did come I should bo robbed. I 
conjnrcd up o thousand senseless fears, 
and the upshot was anything but bene­ 
ficial. I ba%’o s|Hiken of the general sit­ 
uation in a careless way. As a matter 
of fact, being a navigator, I took obser­ 
vations regularly when the weather 
permitted and pricked off the drift of 
tho wTtH^k on tho chart. On tho average 
tho weather was fine, but there wero 
days and nights when gale and sea tum­ 
bled tho waterlogged craft alxnit until 
only a sailor could have liveil tlirough 
it. Instead of lifting lier tho waves ran 
over her, and at sucii times the decks 
were two feet under water anti tho cab­ 
in was flooded. 
Tlie ear«o was afltmt 
wit I) the water in the hold, and as thu 
wrt'ek rolled and pitched the timbers 
rubticd togi tluT and priMlueed noisi's 
whieh would have frightened landsmen 
into tits. 


I kept an accurate reckoning, and I 
had been on tho wreck just 49 dajs 
when I caught sight of my first sail. 
No donbt ships hail passed and reiMissed 
mu by day and night, but I could set no 
signal by day and from the first I slept 
all through tho night. This sail was 
discovered early one morning, coming 
np from tho south, and her course was 
such that she must see me. 1 had put 
tho money into bags imd tho bags into 
bundles of clothing in view of a rescue, 
and theroforo Imd nothing to do but 
wait. The stranger, w’hieh proved to be 
an English merchantman bound for In* 
dia, but considerably off her course, 
was within four miles of mo and had 
set a signal to gladden my hmirt when 
a big whale suddenly broke water close 
to tho w’reck. He was followed half a 
minute later by tt second, which attack­ 
ed him with great fury. Tho monsters 
put up a terrific battle, lashing and bit­ 
ing each other and kicking up a sea 
like a gale of wind. They at first drew 
away from me, but after a few minutes 
mado a circle which brought them back. 
What I had feared from tho first came 
to pass after a quarter of an hour. Half 
blinded by pain and fury, or feeling it­ 
self overmatched and desirous of getting 
away, one of tho whales suddenly whirl­ 
ed about and came for tho wreck iiead 
on. He was fully 80 feet long, and he 
came liko a moving mountain. I mado 
sure of my hold as I saw him coming, 
but he struck the wreck on her port bido 
with such force that I was thrown 
across the deck and into tbe sea beyond. 
I heard tho crash of planks and timbers, 
was tossed about by the waves, robbed 
against the whale as he sounded and 
reached the surface to find the wreck a 
hull uo longer. It w as simply a heap 
of floating debris. The strange ship 
drew nearer, lowered a boat, and I w’as 
picked up as I clung to a plank. Tho 
money was gone, all else but tho tim­ 
bers w’hich composed the cargo had dis­ 
appeared, and my adventure, surprising 
as it had begun, bad ended in a manner 
strange enough to satisfy even tiie niost 
imaginative novelist. I was carried to 
India by tbe rescuing ship, and I know 
that tho French consul at Calcutta set 
inquiries on foot regarding tho fate of 
tho crew of the Mario. 
What they 
amounted to X never learned, but have 
always felt satisfied that all perished 
W’hen their craft was dismasted, But for 
the fight betw'een tho whales I believe 
the brig could have been pumped out 
and sailed into port, but fortune is a 
jade w’ho robs Jack Tar far oftener than 
she smiles upon him.

STREET RAILWAY MOVÉ' ÒN FOOT. 


PropoMHl to Extoiifl Frnnclilscs So as to 
Make Them Ninety-Nine Year». 


Chicago, Jan. 20.—The street railway 
interests of Illinoia, banded together at 
the Great Northern hotel on Jan. 5 as a 
state association, have prepared a bill 
for submission to the legislature which 
will, if passed, make the life of every 
street railway franchise In the state 
ninety-nine years. 
The bill was pre­ 
pared by C. L. Bonney, of the Chicago 
General 
Electric 
Hallway 
company. 
In submitting copies of the bill to the 
members of the Illinois Street Railway 
association Bonney sends a letter in 
which he takes the ground that the 
street railway companies being incor­ 
porated under the constitution and stat­ 
utes of the state, the legislature can ex­ 
tend the franchises. 


As the federal constitution recognizes 
only the nation 
and 
the 
Individual 
states, and the state constitution recog­ 
nizes only the state and the counties, 
municipalities—in line hia argument— 
have nothing to do with granting or ex­ 
tending a franchise. 
The municipality, 
he maintains, has only the power of 
enforcing police regulations as to the 
running of cars through the streets. 
It is reported that immediately upon 
the conclusion of the present special 
session of the legislature Governor Tan­ 
ner will be asked to call another to take 
up the street railway affairs.

compelling them to resort to a strike.

Springfield, Ills., Jan. 20.—Corporation 
Counsel Thornton, of Chicago, yester­ 
day morning 
petitioned - the supreme 
court for a writ of error in the civil 
service cases decided by the supreme 
court some time ago. 
The court de­ 
cided that the law was constitutional 
and also that there were only five heads 
of departments who do not come under 
the civil service. This move w lll send 
the case to the United States supreme 
court.
